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Senate rejects SST 
for second time 


WASHINGTON

-The 
Senate 
rejected 
the 
proposed 
supersonic transport «SSTi tor the 
second time today, turning down a 
desperate move by its backers to cut 
oft a filibuster. 
Backers of a proposed $210 million 
taxpayer subsidy tor development of 
the commercial taster-than-.sound 
airliner tailed in their move to force 
an end to debate. The action could 
force a compromise to put oft a final 
decision until some time next year. 
The vote on the cloture petition 
was 43 to 48, falling 18 votes .short of 
the required two-thirds of those 
present and voting. 
Meantime, the Senate was still 
locked in the throes of a filibuster 
that has held up at least seven majoi* 
bills, 
including 
the 
SST outlay. 
Senate leaders called a series of 
mediation meetings on each of the 
issues today in hopes of breaking the 
snarl. 
The SST subsidy had been sliced 
fro m 
the 
T r a n s p o i t a t i o n 
Department budget ealier in the 
year but the House refused to go 
along. 
A 
joint 
conference 
committee, composed mainly of SST 
backers, returned the bill to the 
Senate with the money intact and 
angry 
opponents 
of 
the 
plane 
launched a filibuster in hopes of 
forcing a deadlock before the 9lst 
Congress expires Jan. 3. 


Sen. Henry M. Jack.son. D Wash., 
claiming that thousands of Boeing 
Corp. workers in his state would be 
displaced unless the funds were 
included, 
pleaded 
with 
his 
colleagues to reverse their earlier 
decision. 
“ The issue before the Senate is 
whether 
American 
workers 
are 
going to build this plane or whether 
the job will be done in Britain. 
France and Russia. ' Jackson said. 
Those three countries already are 
building 
a 
faster-than-sound 
jetliner 
But Sen. J. William Fulbright. D- 
Ark.. said the real issue was no less 
than "preservation of the Senate as 
a functioning part of government." 
If it gives in to the Hou.se again, he 
told his colleagues, “ you‘11 have a 
nice prestigious job with no respon­ 
sibility." 
Opponents ot the SST contend it 
would

environment, both with the noise of 
.sonic booms and pollution 
But Sen. Barry M Goldwater. H-

Death Valley days or the role as the 
Sun Valley vigilante. " 
Miller and Moscone charged that 
a 
“ credibility 
chasm " 
exists 
between 
“ the recently reelected 
Reagan 
administration 
and 
California's legislative biaiich of 
government." 
“ The 
legislature 
has 
had 
misleading information from the 
governor which has resulted in a 
crisis of confidence between the 
executive 
and 
our 
branch 
of 
government." they asserted. 
“ By the fiscal information given 
us. there has been an attempt to 
either 
sabotage 
the 
legislative 


branch or to disregard its role as a 
co-equaR partner in governing our

recipients. 
Brian appeared before a joint 
hearing 
of

A s s e m b ly 
committees on revenue, taxation 
and local government which earlier 
had heard analyst A. Alan Post 
charge that Brian s department had 
hidden cost overrides in monthly 
reports. Post accu.sed the Reagan 
administration of covering up the 
problem until after the .November 


election. 
“ The informalion sent to .Mr Post 
was the same as that received by 
my 
department." 
Brian 
.said. 
“ There was no way in the world to 
project the deficit, based on the 
ca.seload rolls we received from the 
Department of .Soc*ial Welfare" 
I*ost .said he had first noticed in 
April that Medical expenses were 
running above budget, but that when 
he queried Brian's office, he was 
told expenses were expected to go 
down in .May and June 
Post 
charged 
a 
“ lack 
of 
communications " existed between 
the department of 
Health Care 
Services 
and 
the 
legislative 
analyst's office 
“ The roots of the current problem 
lay in problems prior to July 1970." 
Post said

SAIGON <UPI) —The Viet Cong 
fired 
two 
Soviet-built 
I22mm 
rockets into Saigon today in an 
attack Allied officials said may 
signal Communist observance of the 
10th anniversary of the founding of 
the Viet Cong's National Liberation 
Front. 
Six civilians were killed and eight 
wounded when one of the rockets 
smashed into an area across the 
Mekong 
River 
from 
downtown 
Saigon. A second rocket hit a gas 
station 150 yards from the U.S. 
embassy, 
wounding 
a 
South 
Vietnamese soldier. 
Two 
terrorists on a 
speeding 
motorcycle 
hurled 
a 
six pound 
plastic bomb through the front gate 
of Saigon's largest newspaper just 
before 
dawn 
today, 
with 
the 
explosion injuring tour employes 
inside the building. 
The incidents occurred at the start 
of 
the 
Viet 
Cong's 
National 
Resistance 
Day 
holiday 
period. 
Sunday is the 10th anniversary of the 
founding of the National Liberation 
Front 
»NLF». 
the 
Viet 
Cong’s 
political branch. The rockets hit 
three hours after a Viet Cong radio 
broadcast threatening an increase in 
destruction 
of 
buildings 
in 
the 
capital. 
it was the first rocket attack on 
Saigon since Nov. 2. At least two 
women and four children were killed 
by the rocket which struck across 
the river from the Majestic Hotel. 
Among 
the 
wounded were tour 
children. 
The U.S. Command said an Air 
Force OVIO Bronco plane crashed 
from unknown causes F'riday in the 
South China Sea east of Chu Lai. 335 
miles north-northeast of Saigon. The 
pilot was killed. 
Military spokesmen reported one 
American 
was 
killed 
and 
four 
wounded Friday when a convoy on 
Highway I at a point 382 miles north- 
northeast of Saigon was ambushed 
by Communist units.

old friendship. 
The board met in Greece, 
because the colonels have 
been in secret negotiation 
with Lockheed to purchase 
the assets of the company 
for virtually nothing, in the 
event that Mrs. Lockheed 
failed in her mission with 
Wilbur Mills. 
The Greek 
government is being backed 
by Aristotle Onassis, who 
for many years, according 
to 
intimates, 
has 
been 
frustrated by not owning a 
l a r g e 
a i r p l a n e 
manufacturing company to 
su p p le m e n t 
his 
g r e a t 
shipping and air transport 
enterprises. 
The Greek 
interests, in other words, 
had a 
lot to gain from 
Lockheed’s going under, so 
a great deal of pressure was 
put on Mrs. Lockheed, and it 
is 
r e p o r t e d 
t h a t 
representatives of Onassis 
rushed to Patm os by special 
Olympia charter flight. 
Meanwhile, m em bers of 
the Boeing family, getting 
wind of what was going on, 
and desiring the end of their 
g r e a t 
c o m p e t i t o r , 
Lockheed, 
joined forces 
with the Greeks. 
Young 
Smiley Boeing was selected 
to 
be 
th e 
f a m i l y ’s 
representative 
Smiley is Mrs. Lockheed’s 
half-brother, 
by 
Tallulah 
Bankhead, 
whose 
father, 
the Speaker of the House, 
pushed through the original 
bill, designed to give the 
young 
Boeing 
Company 
special tax advantages, as 
reported by this column at 
that time. 
Smiley was 
always 
the 
favorite 
ol 
Alicia, 
and 
thev 
were 


together, 
holding 
hands, 
when 
the 
Titanic 
went 
down, but were picked up by 
a young seaman, who went 
on to become the Executive 
Vice-President of Boeing, 
have driven a very tough 
bargain before scooping the 
young heirs up out of the 
water. 
Historians have recently 
told this column that the 
reason 
the 
Titanic 
went 
down is because monopoly 
shipbuilders 
were 
paying 
back money under the table 
to the Duke of Salisbury, 
instead ol sinking the money 
into 
ma k i n g 
a 
t rul y 
seaworthy hull. The fact 
that the Duke of Salisbury's 
first wife is the first cousin 
of 
John 
C. 
Boeing, 
the

Dear Dr. Lamb—Could you 
please answer some ques­ 
tions for me regarding the 
virus 
Guillion-Barre? 
The 
virus is named after two 
Frenchmen who discovered 
it. I had this virus, four 
weeks at home in bed, three 
weeks in hospital, four more 
weeks at home in bed. I was 
off work four months all to­ 
gether. This affected me in 
both feet and both knees and 
right hand and arm. The 
right hand and arm became 
thin. I am male, 36 years, 
never been sick before this. 
Can you tell me what caused 
this and what are the after­ 
effects? My legs are tired 
most of the time and I have 
to rest often. 
Dear Reader—Your story 
is not unusual for this dis­ 
ease. It goes by other names, 
such as infectious polyneu­ 
ritis, meaning involvement 
of many nerves. Sometimes 
it is confused with polio. The 
truth is we don’t know what 
causes it. Guillion and Barre 
did not describe a virus but 
the disease. 
Polio 
commonly 
affects 
nerves by causing abnormal 
changes in the spinal cord. 
Polyneuritis 
a f f e c t s 
the 
nerves just after they leave 
the spinal cord with similar 
effects. Swelling and degen­ 
eration of the nerve occurs 
and the muscles the nerves 
supply become weak or para­ 
lyzed. The legs are most 
often affected but the pro­ 
cess may spread 
up the 
spinal column, picking up 
n e r v e s to the rest of the 
body and affecting the arms 
as in your case. Rarely are 
facial muscles and eye mus­ 
cles involved. 
The muscle weakness and 
paralysis often begins with­ 
out warning. There is no 
fever or other sign of illness. 
A few patients complain of 
muscle pain. Most patients 
do recall a mild respiratory 
illness two or three weeks 
before muscle involvement. 
This has caused scientists to 
think that it is a form of 
allergic reaction the body 
sometimes has to developing 
an immune response to an in­ 


fection. We have a fancy 
term for this, ‘‘autoimmune 
mechanism.” One literally 
becomes allergic to a natural 
reaction of the body build­ 
ing a defense against infec­ 
tion. The s w e l l i n g and 
changes in the nerves in this 
instance is an example of the 
allergiclike response. 
Muscle involvement con­ 
tinues to a peak when all the 
muscles that are going to be 
affected have been. Then 
there is a plateau phase with 
few 
changes 
followed 
by 
rapid or gradual recovery. 
Sometimes m a x i m u m re­ 
covery is not obtained for 
months. Most people recover 
completely but about one in 
10 continue to have muscle 
weakness. In this respect the 
outlook is far brighter than 
paralysis from polio. 
There isn’t any really good 
treatment. 
G o o d 
nursing 
care, p e r h a p s hormones, 
time and hope are the best 
that can be offered. It sounds 
to me as if you have passed 
your peak problem and are 
well a l o n g the recovery 
phase.

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 
Next to Spiro Agnew, Amer­ 
ica’s most celebrated Greek- 
American of 1971 may well 
turn out to be John Cassa­ 
vetes, writer, director, actor 
and former boy wonder. 
John’s claim to fame is a 
movie 
called 
‘‘Husbands” 
(he denies he’ll follow up 
with “ Wives,” “ Mothers-in- 
Law” or “T h ird -C o u sin s 
Once Removed” ), w h i c h 
opened in New York recent­ 
ly to mostly good reviews. 
“ People can be astound­ 
ing,” John was saying the 
other day, trying to come 
down from the natural high 
created by the opening night 
of 
“Husbands,” 
“ because 
they can see all kinds of 
things in the picture that I 
didn’t put there. Some peo­ 
ple didn’t like it at all, but 
those people who did like it 
liked it big. I'd rather have 
it that way than have the 
audience have no opinion. 
Make ’em cheer or make 
’em throw up, that’s my 
motto.” 


John’s c o s t a r s in “ Hus­ 
bands” are Peter Falk and 
Ben Gazzara, old drinking 
and thinking buddies from 
way back. 
“ Look,” says John, “ I ’ve 
done one hell of a lot of 
m o v i e s — ‘Crime in the 
Streets,’ 
The Night Holds 
Terror,’ ‘Edge of the City,’ 
‘The Dirty Dozen,’ ‘Rose­ 
m ary’s Baby,’ and a bunch 
of others, so I haven’t al­ 
ways had the advantage of 
working with people I liked 
a lot. But when i write the 


script and direct the picture, 
you can be damned sure I 
like the people I’m working 
with.” 
Nobody can knock John as 
an actor (he was nominated 
for an Academy Award for 
his work in “The Dirty Doz­ 
en” ), or as a d i r e c t o r 
(“ Faces” and “ Shadows,” 
two of his earlier flicks, won 
him some award hardware 
along the line), but there 
are those who say that he 
leaves something to be de­ 
sired as a writer. 
“ Some people got the im­ 
pression,” says John, “ that 
we just got together and I 
said, ‘Hey, guys, here’s the 
idea—go out and wing it*— 
and that was it. I h a v e 
mixed emotions about that. 
I think it’s nice that the pic­ 
ture came off as being that 
natural, but I did work on it 
for two years and I’d like 
everybody to r e m e m b e r 
that, too.” 


' John’s movie Is a b o u t 
three friends and neighbors 
living in suburbia who de­ 
cide to chuck everything and 
take off for London, where 
they drink a lot (also throw 
up a lot) and make out with 
some swinging British birds. 


“ We all think about doing 
something like that every 
f i v e minutes,” says John. 
“ Every day in every city 
and town people are thinking 
to themselves, ‘Man, I ’d love 
to just walk out that door, 
get on the next plane to any­ 
where and just go.’ Most of 
us don’t do it because there 
are too many things holding 
us back—we take our respon­ 


sibilities too seriously — but 
we all think about it. And 
by all, I mean wives as well 
as husbands.” 
In the movie, the guy John 
plays (Gus the dentist) de­ 
cides to return to Splitlevels- 
ville after a brief fling, along 
with 
Archie 
(Falk) 
while 
Harry (Gazzara) stays be­ 
hind. 
“ An awful lot of the pic­ 
ture is me,” says John, ‘ but 
only people wno know me 
really well will know how 
much. In certain ways I’m 
a lot like Gus.” 
M a y b e , but Cassavetes 
admitted that his only im­ 
mediate plans were, in his 
words, “to go back to Cali­ 
fornia and play with my 
three kids. I miss my fam­ 
ily a lot. My wife (Gena 
Rowlands) is a fine actress 
and I feel that I’ve been a 
little selfish lately. Now I 
want to go home and give 
her a chance to do what she 
wants to do. 
“ After all, what’s a hus­ 
band for?”

Gambling is more often 
considered a white man’s 
vice, but Indians rolled the 
dice, too. 
Proof is the 
Yokuts gambling tray from 
the Tulare confederacy, one 
of 
some 
120 
pieces 
of 
b a s k e try 
and 
In dian 
weaving collected by Jim 
and 
Jerrv 
Beattie 
on 
Douglas Avenue. Inside the 
large disc are halved walnut 
shells for dice, with shards 
of abalone shell ernbedded 
in asphalt in each half to 
designate the numbers. 
Along with the Yokuts, 
other Indian tribes largely 
represented are the Pima 
and the Porno. The Yokuts 
inhabited the San Joaquin 
Valley 
and 
the 
eastern 
foothills; 
the 
P im as, 
southern 
Arizona 
and 
northern Mexico; and the 
Pomos of Shasta County 
(Russian River) area. 
In 
a separate 
glassed 
case, Jerry displays the 
Yokuts children's toys. 
Miniature replicas of every 
day utility items used by the 
adults, 
they 
include 
the 
baskets, 
the 
fan-shaped 
winnower, cradle boards, 
conical storage bag--even 
the gambling tray. 
The 
Yokuts 
frequently 
favored materials such as 
willow, the black root of 
maidenhair fern, and the 
redbud, 
worked 
into 
designs. 
One basket was 
made for the Beattie’s son, 
James, Jr., when he was 
five years old, by a 70-year- 
old Yokuts Indian woman. 
Of coiled willow base, it is 
accented 
with quail and 
woodpecker feathers. 
A Yokuts cradle board for 
transporting the papoose is 
handsomely fashioned, with 
a 
visor-like 
appendage 
revealing the sex of the 
child 
t hr ough 
woven 
designs. 
According 
to 
Jerry, this cradle board was 


designed tor a girl. Another 
cradle board was made by 
Paiute Indians. 
The oldest basket in the 
Beattie collection is also 
from the Yokuts, a deep 
c o n i c a l 
v e s s e l 
approximately 
125 
years 
old. 
Its age is further 
indicated by the mending 
around the bottom. Efforts 
to remove tne acorn meal 
residue, however, were not 
completely successful, says 
Jerry. 
“ But at least we 
don’t have weevils,’’ she 
laughed when relating an 
identical tale about scouring 
a Hopi basket lined with 
dried mush. 
The majority of woven 
materials 
Jerry 
showed 
were 
exceptionally 
well 
done.

Christmas unlawful 
in old New England 


Those of us scoring the 
commercialism of Christ­ 
m as today are voicing noth­ 
ing new. The Pilgrims at 
P l y m o u t h 
t h o u g h t 
Christmas 
had 
been 
too 
worldly 
a 
holiday 
in 
England. Hard drinking and 
raucous merriment seemed 
a sacrilege to the severe 
sect. They frowned on even 
th e 
m o s t 
i n n o c e n t 
pleasures. In addition, the 
Puritans of New England 
had a rival in the Anglicans, 
members of the established 
Church of England, whose 
j uri sdi ct i on 
they 
had 
escaped 
by 
coming 
to 
America. 
The 
Anglicans 
considered Christmas the 
greatest of holidays. For 
that reason, Christmas was 
discredited by those who 
scorned elaborate religious 
trappings. 
Yet in 1620, four days 
after the Pilgrims landed, 
C h r i s t m a s 
c a m e 
in 
stealthily through the back 
door, 
m arked 
by 
the 
beginning 
of 
their 
first 
publ i c . b u i l d i n g . 
One 
¿issenter for the sake of 
merriment 
was 
Captain 
Christopher Joneiv of the 
Mayflower, who opened a 
barrel 
of 
beer 
for 
the 
occasion. 
Most 
of 
the 
Pilgrims eventually shared 
it with him. 
Yet. Christmas was an 
orphan throughout most of 
pioneer New England in the 
17th century. In 1659, the 
G e n e r a l 
C o u r t 
of 
Massachusetts 
enacted 
a 
fine of five shillings for the 
observance of the holiday. 
This law was not repealed 
until 1681, although some 
folk did play ball and pitch 
the bar to make the season a 
little merry. 
Other religious sects and 
imm igrants 
to 
the 
13 
colonies believed in a jolly 
holiday and brought over 
their individual traditions. 
The Christmas of 1625 was 
o b s e r v e d 
in 
Ne w 
Amsterdam with the old 
Dutch 
customs 
of 
ice 
skating, 
the 
drinking 
of 
punch and the lighting of the 
Yule log. And something 
new 
was 
added. 
The 
Hollanders dined on turkey, 
recently downed by their 
blunderbusses. 
V i r g i n i a n s , 
u n d e r 
Anglican influence, enjoyed 
the 
mi dwi nter 
ritual 
followed 
by 
the 
pagan 
Druids of ancient Britain — 
burning the Yule Log. The 
log 
w as 
dr a g g e d 
by 
household slaves into the 
great hall of every Virginia 
and Carolina mansion. 
C h ristm as 
here 
was 
celebrated in a magnificent 
and patrician way, in the 
m a n n e r 
of 
w e a l t h y 
plantation 
owners. 
On 
Christmas 
morning, 
one 
might expect a large and 
early breakfast, followed by 
a fox hunt indulged in by 
gentlemen 
in 
powdered 
wigs, gold lace and scarlet 
waistcoats. 
At Christmas 


Àrea art tews 
dinner, 
the 
food 
was 
abundant 
and 
al ways 
varied; 
wild geese, fish, 
spices from the East and 
West Indies, and familiar 
f o o d s t u f f s 
f r o m 
Old 
England, finished off with 
plum pudding and mince pie. 
And in Virginia, it was 
Merry England once again 
with garlands of English 
ivy, the holly wreath, and 
mistletoe. 
Following 
the 
rich dinner, holiday games 
came into play. Even adults 
occasionally engaged in the 
childrens' 
diversions 
of 
blindman's 
bluff and hunt 
the slipper. The giving of 
p re se n ts 
w as 
usually 
r e s e r v e d 
o n l y 
t or 
sweethearts and children. 
Y et 
h o s p i t a l i t y 
was 
expansive. Even the slaves 
of the plantation received 
treats, 
eagerly 
awaiting 
methiglar, a concoction ot 
fermented 
honey, 
spices 
and 
water, 
which 
the 
m a s t e r 
s u p p l i e d 
in 
abundance. 
In the Middle colonies, 
Puritans 
were 
rare 
and 
Christm as 
was 
happily 
observed 
by 
Anglicans, 
Lutherans and others.

was the Germans settling 
mostly in Pennsylvania and 
the great Valley of Virginia 
who imported the tradition 
of the Christmas tree. Again 
it was the Germans who 
were 
responsible for the 
merriment of singing and 
the giving of presents. For 
them the “ Kristkindlein" or 
Christ 
Child, 
arrived 
on 
C h r i s t m a s 
E v e 
with 
presents for the children. 
As 
the 
18th 
century 
p ro g re sse d , 
the 
New 
Englanders came to regard 
Christmas more kindly. The 
wholeheartedness 
of the 
Germans, and the effects of 
the 
American 
Revolution 
a r e 
s ai d 
to 
be 
the 
contributing 
influences 
responsible for their change 
of heart. With their would - 
be oppressors in church and 
state no longer a menace, 
there 
was 
no 
point 
in 
opposing Christmas as a 
symbol of rejected English 
ways. 
But 
for 
many 
subsequent years on 
the 
typical 
New 
Engl and 
Christmas 
Day, 
stores 
remained open and workers 
had no holiday. 
As years progressed, the 
i ndi vi dual 
C h r i s t m a s 
customs of the 13 colonies 
would begin to merge into a 
unified cohesion of national 
tradition.

help. It's difficult for most 
Americans to relate to these 
experiences. 
Many 
find 
them “ depressing ’ ; subject 
matter they cannot live with 
in their homes. 
Yet Montanes has sold to

Charles 
Chaplin, 
the

Luce, Mr. and Mrs. Red 
Skelton, 
Mrs.

Terry Pardue, 29-year-old

In his largest one-man 
show to date, Pardue is

including

in Los Olivos through Jan. 6. 
The artist-in-residence is at 
home with old weathered 
b a r n s . 
w a g o n s 
and 
Victorian mansions that are 
now 
landmarks. 
In 
the 
manner of Wyeth, he zeros 
in on singular objects; an oil 
drum, a chair, a tree, an 
empty tire swing. All are 
scenes from the Santa Ynez 
Valley 
and 
surrounding 
areas in California; all are 
caseins 
and 
watercolors 
communicating an affection 
and 
understanding 
of 
a 
disappearing way of life. 
Yet, Pardue has his own 
t e c h n i q u e , 
not 
a s 
excruciatingly 
illustrative 
as 
Wyeth. A departure in 
mood is his trio of Raggedy 
Ann and 
Andy paintings, 
with 
one 
or 
both dolls 
perched 
in 
such 
strange 
places as tree limbs, where 
you 
suspect 
they 
are 
temporarily

until 
the children return. 
The candor with which he 
paints 
reflects 
his 
own 
philosophy that “ if you want 
to do something, don't just 
talk about it. Do it."

had been 
married one month, when 
he decided he wanted to be 
an artist* So he quit his five 
- year job as a newspaper 
pressman. 
Born in Tacoma, Wash., 
Pardue. He is largely self- 
taught.
